There  is  only  one  residence,  that  is 
professional  student  oriented, 
Devonshire  and  it’s  full.  We  don’t 
want  Simcoe  Hall  to  have  any  of  the 
old  houses  torn  down  to  put  up  more 
concrete  boxes,  but  there  is  one 
alternative  left  open  - Rochdale. 

Recently  the  problem  has  come 
up  in  city  council  — what  to  do  with 
Rochdale.  Alderman  Bevis  and 
others  have  suggested  throwing  all 
the  tenants  out  and  then  turning  it 
into  an  old  folks  home.  It’s  not  a bad 
idea  to  some,  but  to  me  it’s  an 
appalling  suggestion.  Not  that  I 
have  something  against  old  people 
it’s  just  that  it  is  such  a good 
location  for  an  official  university 
residence.  And  not  jiist  any 
residence,  but  a residence  for  the 


professional  student  — Nurses, 
Pharmacy,  Dentistry,  Medicine, 
Law  and  yes  even  Engineers. 

If  you  are  a non-professional  you 
are  probably  now  saying  ‘That’s  a 
bad  idea.’  But  wait  a minute. 
Devonshire  is  only  for  men  and  the 
profesional  faculties,  especially 
Engineering  and  Pharmacy,  are 
being  quickly  filled  by  women  as 
well  as  men.  (70  of  last  years  first 
year  Pharmacy  class  were  women, 
and  there  will  be  at  least  80  women 
in  Engineering  this  year).  Also  if 
the  majority  of  these  students  can 
go  to  their  own  residence,  then 
there  will  be  more  room  available 
at  places  such  as  New  College  and 
Knox  for  the  nonprofessional 
student. 

Another  point  in  favour  of  this 
suggestion  is  that  if  it  becomes  a 
residence  for  U.  of  T.,  then  it 
becomes  the  university’s 
responsibility.  Remodelled  for  co- 
ed occupation,  the  place  would  be  as 
controlled  as  any  other  residence  on 
Campus.  The  city  would  be  rid  of 
one  of  its  biggest  headaches.  - 

Finally,  for  many  years  (or  so  I 
have  been  told)  proper  recreational 
and  relaxational  facilities  have 
been  promised  for  the  Engineers.  I 
admit  it  is  not  an  ideal  location,  but 
they  don't  need  to  tear  down  and  put 
up  a concrete  heaven  when  one 
already  qxists.  (Where  would  it  go 
anyhow?). 

'This  is  only  a suggestion  of  what 
can  be  done  with  Rochdale.  I think 
it  is  better  than  making  the  place  an 
old  folks  home  and  it  is  certainly 
better  than  letting  the  place  go  on 
as  it  is.  It  is  needed  more  and  it  is  in 
a favourable  location.  If  you  agree 
with  this  editorial  then  contact  city 
council  and  tell  them.  Or  drop  us  a 
line,  we  will  pass  it  on  to  them.  If 
you  don’t  agree,  then  tell  us  why 
and  make  your  own  suggestion  as  to 
what  can  be  done  with  Rochdale.

(Copper  Seven) 


The  RU-7 


Intrauterine 

Copper 

contraceptive 


What  is 

Cu-7? 

Cu-7  consists  of  a small  plastic  7-shaped 
carrier  which  has  a fine  copper  wire  wound 
around  the  stem  and  a nylon  thread  attached 
to  the  base.  The  copper  is  the  main  contraceptive: 
the  plastic  serves  as  an  inert 
carrier  for  the  copper. 


Recently  Searle  Pharmaceuticals 
came  out  with  a new  lUD  which 
they  called  the  Cu-7.  They  claimed 
it  was  99%  effective  and  therefore 
competative  with  the  pill. 
Simultaneously,  but  independently, 
Preg-iiot  Inc.,  a wholly  owned 
subsidiary  of  Toike  Oike 
International  has  developed  a 
device  which,  on  the  surface  seems 
similar,  but  is  in  fact,  far  superior. 
It  is  called  the  RU-7,  because  rather 
than  relying  on  old  fashioned 
copper,  the  RU-7  opts  for  good  old 
rust.  Basically,  it  is  a P/z  inch  old 
rusty  fishhook  on  a thread,  scum 
optional,  cumming  in  two  colours, 
basic  brown  and  scungey  green.
